The Vice-President of 
the Union 

The Vice-President of the Vnion is a 
ejnber of the three-man committee which 
trois the McGill Union. His duties, as 
by the Constitution of the 
Union, are to take the place of the Presi- 
dent when necessarj'. While this is the 
only duty assigned by tlie Constitution, the 
Vice-President is expected to share equally, 
with his two confreres, the complete re- 
Bponsibility of the administration of the 
largest single undergraduate organization 
9n the Campus. 

i At one time the Union was managed 
'by a committee of men representing the 
various faculties, clubs and socielies on the 
Campus. At that time the duties were di- 
vided among the various men— each being 
' lesitonsible for a distinct department. It 
was felt a few years ago that this system 
was unsatiffactori' and the Constitution 
was amended. The building is now man- 
aged by a three-man committee. 

Naturally with such a small number 
«f men on the Committee the work has be- 
come more centralized and greater effi- 
ciency is obtained. But this end may be 
«btained only if the three members are 
willing to share the responsibility and work 
together. Daily there are matters arising 
which call for the consideration of the 
President, naturally he cannot attend to 
all these things himself and a large amount 
of work falls on the shoulders of the ^'ice- 
President. The Vice-President must above 
•11 things be a man with enough spare time 
to devote to the work. 

The position of Vice-President should 
ibc filled by a man willing to devote con- 
eiderable time and energ\- to the work. It 
should be filled by a man who has had pre- 
vious experience in undergraduate execu- 
tive work and a man who mixes well with 
his fellow students. Such a position calls 
Sor a great deal of personal contact. The 
Union Jlouse Committee should not be, in 
our opinion, the training ground where the 
college man receives his first administra- 
^ve experience; rather should he have re- 
ceived an introduction to this training in 
various college clubs, classes and under- 
j;raduate societies, and then, when he has 
^ad some experience let him handle this 
jBXOtt important work.

.Secretary of the 
Union 

' -g-'oday the platforms of the candidaix> 
;)^ning for the position of secretary of the 
iynion are being published. 

This position on the Union executive 
^lls for considerable time. The secretary 
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House Committee, and is responsible for 
the correspondence. His position calls for 
his constant presence in the building and 
an intimate knowledge of the equipment, 
the staff, and the members of the execu- 
livr.'; of the different societies using the 
Iniilding. It is the place of the secretary 
to keep track" of the rng.igenicnt nf rooms, 
to smooth out difficulties between conflict- 
ing clubs using the same rooms in the 
building, and to carry out the plans of the 
Committee. 

One of the most important duties of 
the secretary' is that of planning publicity 
to keep the students informed of the Union 
programme. At certain times of the year 
this work becomes fairly heavy, especially 
during the fall when the Union holds in- 
formais, when special meals are being 
served, and when tournaments are being 
conducted. 

Because of thcse-dutics, the secretarj' 
of the Union has living accommodation in 
the building. This privilege has been ac- 
corded to enable the sccretar}* to be on the 
job practically day and night and any per- 
son standing for this position should ap- 
preciate the responsibilities involved and 
should be prepared to devote considerable 
time to this work. 

Only by the executive of the Union 
taking a personal interest in the welfare 
of the institution can it possibly fulfil the 
objects of its founder — namely, to be a 
place where all student? may meet on an 
equal footing for fellowship and recreation. 

On several occasions in the past 
people have been elected to the Union 
Committee who have regarded the position 
as a mere means to secure a room for the 
forthcoming year. It is evident that such 
an attitude leads to a laxity of administra- 
tion which cannot be tolerated in this, one 
of the most important of the undergradu- 
ate activities under the control of the 
Council. 

The Union House Committee is con- 
stantly faced with biased opinions. There 
appears to be a spirit of sectionalism ram- 
pant on the Campus. The man who ac- 
cepts the position of secretarj* should be 
a well known person, one who will be in a 
position to cope with this lack of interest 
and even opposition; he should be a man 
who will be able and willing to obtain new 
business in the form of class and club 
lunches, dinners, and banquets; one who 
will work whole-heartedly for the welfare 
of the Union and the student.

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Grand' Playing by Montreal Orcbeetrm. 

A diverting program played in the grand 
manner was yesterday afternoon's Montreal 
Orchestra conc«rt. Again, the orchestra was 
under the talented baton of the young British 
conductor, Bernard Naylor. The soloist of the 
afternoon was the Canadian-bom baritone 
Bruce Boyce. 

Mr. Boyce made his debut locally with 
considerable success. His is a voice of range 
and power, and in the arais "Vision Fugitive' 
from Massenet's "Herodiade" and 'Eri Tu' from 
"The Masked Ball" by Verdi, he displayed con> 
fiderable dramatic sense. As encores, with 
Severin Moisse at the piano, he offered "The 
Song of the Flea" by Mouisorgsky and the last 
song from Vaughan Williamt' cycle "Songs 
from Childhood." The Mouseorgslcy stood out 
by the ribald quality of Mr. Boyce's interpre- 
tation, and caught thé fancy of hit audience. 

Mr. Naylor's beat would seem a delight to 
follow. As a result the entire afternoon's 
musicmaking was clean and precise, without 
the ghost of a muffed cue. Even the unpredict- 
able brass came through with unerring accur- 
acy and growing confidence. 

Mr. Naylor opened the concert with Men- 
delssohn's "Hebrides" overture. Like the Third 
Symphony, a result of Mendelssohn's trip to 
Scotland in the summer of 1829, this war horse 
among concert overtures might well be con- 
sidered a forerunner of the symphonic poem, 
as developed later in the century by Franz 
Liszt. Here is the sea, though a decorous and 
symmelricalJy-patterned sea it is, and without 
the dynamics of mood that are so exquisitely 
caught in Debussy's "La Mer." Mendelssohn's 
sea is sunny even in its raging storms, and' it 
was this feature of the music that stood out in 
Naylor's reading. The performance was beau- 
tifully shapen, and glowed with sheer exhilara- 
tion. 

The strings alone, presented Arensky's 
Variations on a Thème by Tchaikovsky— the 
theme in Question being one of the most wist- 
fully charming bits of melody that even the 
great Bussian tymphonist hu written. Aren- 
sky's string treatment is a delight to the ear, 
caressing the tune through seven perfect varia- 
tions, each one a flawless, individual entity. 
Here the atrlngmen covered themselves with 
glory, playing with opulence of tone and sym- 
pathetic understanding. 

The great D minor Symphony of Cesar 
Franck brought tèe afternoon to an inspired 
close. A profound mystical experience, this 
music surges from the soul, and quickly estab- 
lishes its religious quality by the organlike 
sound of it< orchestration. This is accom- 
plished by a skilful use of the customary wood- 
winds, fortified by a bass clarinet, the English 
horn figuring proiniiitiiliy. 

Mr. Nuylui played llie fjniplioiiy with all 
slope wide open, building a mighty edifice of 
sound from the clusters of instrumental timbre 
that Franck has developed with such consum- 
mate mastery. With it, he proved that even 
Franck's intensely personal idiom, with ils 



scope, and that he Is a conductor to be 
reckoned with. — L.E.A.

Defauw Condiiots Again Tomorrow. 

For the fifth time this season, Desire De- 
fauw will be at the head of the orchestra of Les 
Concerts Symphonlques, tomorrow night at 
Plateau Hall. The soloist of the pvcning Is to 
be the French-Canadian pianist Germaine 
Malcpart. Miss Malepart will be heard with 
the orchestra in the D minor piano concerto of 
Wolfgang Amadeus Mocart In addition M. De- 
fauw has programmed the Symphony No. 
"From the New World," by Dvorak; Jean Si- 
belius' tone poem, "Swsn of Tuonela;" Beetho- 
ven's overture to "Egmont;" and the symphonic 
poem "Stcnka Rasin," by Alexander Olazounov. 




The Forge, McGill's only p\ibIlcation of a 
strictly literary nature, appeared last w'eek in 
the sole issue for this j-ear. To quote from the 
editorial on the first page. "The Forge does not 
pretend to be anything more than a magazine 
written by and for university students, whose 
intention it is to foster creative work In the 
University." In this laudable undertaking, 
judging from the contcnln, it ha.' had at least 
a qualified inicccss. In fact, taking the work, 
which must be considered representative, one 
might say that it is Just a little too violently 
creative. The attempt to be literary has 
brought many of the authors dangerously close 
to incomprehensibility. 

An example of this is "A Sum In Addi- 
tion," by R. B. Ruddick. It is a story of French- 
Canadian frustration which after a perfectly 
straightforward beginning, launches into an 
unhappy, not to say, obscure symbolism. The 
reader will either in some bewilderment sup- 
pose that somehow or other the point has es- 
caped him, or, and this la more likely, h« will 
conclude that there Is no point at all. 

"Experiment with Irony" started out promis- 
ingly. The central character was particularly 
well conceived but its author felt impelled to 
scale him down to fit in with a trivial excuse 
for a plot, not realizing that the character was 
strong enough to stand without benefit of the 
feeble prop of the plot. 

"Ch'ai Yao" and "Sun on the Little Hills" 
both belong on the affirmative side. The first, 
by Marjorie Simpson, is a delicately told tale 
in the first person. The story is sufficiently 
light to border on fantasy, usually a treachcr- 
ojis mode of expression. Perhaps because of 
the locale, perhaps because of the unreal 
quality of the stor>', for whatever reason, 
"Ch'ai Yao" never loses itself in timid abstrac- 
tion. The author maintains a sensitive intel- 
ligent grasp of her material. 

"Sun on the Little Hills," by G. Kohl, shows 
an imaginative impressionist style. Its origin- 
ality tends to shield a few faults, principally 
a disappointing finish. Kohl found it essential 
to lose identity with his subject and the transi- 
tion is abrupt and dissatisfying. By this sud- 
den divorce he lost the mood of the story. 

Katharine Alkens in her poem "Without 
Military Pomp" has chosen a subject unfor- 
tunately trite. The banality of the subject, 
which has lost, through use, any elements of 
drama it might have possessed, detracts from 
her expressive style. 

In spite of these criticisms that seem 
largely negative, we feel that "The Forge" is 
certainly to be encouraged. It is proof that an 
interest in creative literature, and even more, 
the ability to produce work of outstanding 
originality exists at McGilL — M.S.W.

Captain Andersen and Valerie 
Hobson arc captured by German spies located 
in the heart of London, ^nd make a thrilling 
escape in a brilliant manner. The atmosphere 
is well maintained throughout. The love story 
between the two leading characters it to say 
the leo&t superflous, taut doei not deter the 
action of the picture.

OPEN ELECTIONS. 

Editor. 

McGill Daily, 
March BUt, 1941. 
Sir. 

As signatories of the petition to 
call the Students Society meeting 
this afternoon, we wish to explain 
our Interest therein. 

We feel that open elections will 
help make the students* représenta 
lives more responsible to their 
electorate, and the student body 
more aware of the possibilities of 
the self-government they possess, 
Printed platforms arc insufficient 
Too often . a candidate does not 
know the true demands and limita 
lions of the post for which he is 
nominated: his platform is there 
fore vague or Impractical. Too of- 
ten a candidate Is elected on a plat 
form he makes little or no attempt 
to carry out Once elected he may, 
with generous limits, flout the 
wishes of the majority of his elec- 
torate. Were he required to ex 
plain his platform to an intelligent 
and questioning audience, he would 
inf jfm hlmeelf of his future duties 
and make sure of his planks, or he 
would not be elected. Were he re 
quired to give an account of hU 
stewardship while in office, he 
would bo more sincere in his elec 
tion promises and more receptive 
to students* requests. 

On the other hand we recognize, 
that except at infrequent intervals, 
most students are too poorly in- 
formed, or too indifferent— perhaps 
lazy— to care much what candidates 
say or representatives do. This is, 
we submit, only partly the fault of 
students themselves. The freshman 
is the root of any Students' Society 
yet almost no attempt is made in 
the Freshman Program to educate 
him in the worltings of student de- 
mocracy. During the year a multi- 
tude of councils, faculty, class, and 
independent, special-interest socie- 
ties and executives, all function 
each in its own mysterious way; 
dances and sports spring up he 
knows not whence; he knews neitb- 
er who is responsible to him nor for 
what he himself is responsible. 
Every now and then he may glimpse 
in the Daily, chance upon in the 
handbook (should he read part of 
it), or pick up by hearsay some par- 
tial account or prejudiced view of 
campus politics. Throughout the 
year real Issues may be shrouded 
in secrecy, at election time in a 
mess of vague {md empty verbiage. 
Photographs are a poor substitute 
for real personalities, and In most 
elections many students have never 
even seen- all the candidates whose 
names appear on their ballots. Their 
only means of learning of the can- 
didates are second-hand through 
printed platforms, whispering eamt 
paigns, and lobbying— all of M-hich 
are subject to abuse. 

This state of affairs is not encour- 
aging. Students are unlikely to 
show interest in campus affairs 
without a far-sighted Students' 
Council to lead them. Yet ambitious 
schemes for war funds, athletic 
programs, co-operatives, scholar- 
ships, etc., which are realized on 
other campuses, are unlikely to be 
achieved here unless the Council 
receives some active support from 
the student body at large. We feel 
that open elecUons might help us 
out of this vicious circle by: 

1. Helping to formulate practical 
programs, 

2. Enabling students to select 
candidates capable of carrying out 
such programs, and 

3. Enabling stuilcnU lo support 



and criticize their Council throu^- 
out the year. 

The meeting thia afternoon will 
be. to the best of our knowledge, 
the first experiment In open elec- 
tions at McGill. As the Daily has so 
amply pointed out, this experiment 
was conceived at the last minute. 
We deplore this fact and the Incon- 
venience it has caused the Daily 
staff and the members of the Coun- 
cil. But we do feel that this cause 
is tuch a worthy one that even i 
last-minute effort can make It a 
success. We trust there are other 
students who share our faith and 
will be present

Particular interest, therefore, at- 
taches to the three public lectures 
that Mr. Gilbert Jackson is to give 
at McGill University this week on 
"The Economic Aftermath of War." 
In the opening lecture, this eve- 
ning at 8.30 in Moyse Hall, he will 
tackle the basic problems that will 
be encountered In the physical re- 
construction of Western Europe, 
since the solution of these will de 
mand immediate attention. On 
Wednesday the lecture will deal 
with the question of costs and 
prices in Canada, placing particu 
lar emphasis upon the fact that the 
steadily growing public debt of the 
Dominion will inquire a level of 
taxation upon our people that will 
(end to strangle economic initia' 
tlve unless we succeed In devel 
oping a framework of coists and 
prices appropriate to the post-war 
responsibilities of Canada. In the 
concluding lecture, on Friday evo' 
ning, Mr, Jaçkson will pull to- 
gether the threads of the discus- 
sion and analyse th* post-war out' 
look for Canada. 

Few economists are belter quail 
fled than Mr. Gilbert Jackson to 
essay this task. Prior to the World 
War, during which he saw active 
service in India and Arabia, Mr. 
Jackson was educated at St John's 
College, Cambridge. After the war 
he was largely responsible for the 
planning and development of the 
course of' economical studies, and it 
was for this reason that he was ap- 
pointed Acting Director of the 
School of Commerce at McGill Uni- 
versity in 1939 in order tq com- 
plete the reorganization that Dr. 
Jameti bad already aturted. He haa

Mr. D. H. S. Black, a la\^'yer with 
the Travellers Insurance Company 
and the Montreal Junior Board of 
Trade, Dr. C. A. Dawson, head of 
the department of socialogy at Mc 
Gill, and Mr. Francis Hankin, i 
former McGill debater, formed the 
jury.
